Columbus, Jan. 31. — Representa- 


tive Price introduced in the house a 
big bunch of bills, principal among 
\\hich was the new Dow tax law. This 
provides that every dealer in intoxi- 
cating liquors must pay an annual tax 
of $500. This is an increase of $150 
a year. 


A bill was launched to increase the 


salaries of the judges of the supreme 
court from $5,000 to $7,000 per annum. 
Another is to give the commission ap- 
pointed by the governor two years ago 
to point out the positions occupied in 
the battle of Vicksburg about $28,000 
to complete their work. The state de- 
pository bill, about which much has 
been said for some time, was intro- 
duced by Representative Bracken, and 
various other changes in the statues 
were offered. There were a large 
number of proposed measures report- 
ed back favorably by the standing 
committees, but none of them are o? 
general state importance. 


T«he state depositary bill provides 


for a state depositary commission, to 
be composed of the governor, auditor 
of state and attorney general, which 
shall advertise for bids for keeping 
the funds of the state. They shall be 
placed in not less than two nor more 
than five banks, and the funas shall go 
to the highest and best bidders. The 
contract shall be for a term of three 
years. The commission is allowed 
$500 per year for expenses. Security 
for the safe keeping of the funds shall 
be given in the sum of not less than 
$6,000,000 by each bank.

Creating a Permanent Census Bureau 


Just Passed by the House—Do- 


ings of Congress. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—The session 


of the senate was entirely void of the 
tumultuous scenes which characterized 
the sessions of the past three days. 
After the Philippine tariff measure 
was taken up Mr. Tillman delivered a 
speech devoted almost entirely to a 
discussion of the part his state took 
in the "war for the independence of the 
United States. Incidentally he refer- 
red occasionally to the pending bill, 
drawing morals, as he said, for the 
benefit of the majority, that they 
might be appropriated to the Philip- 
pines. Prior to taking up the Philip- 
pine bill the senate passed a number 
of unobjected bills. 


Concluding his speech, Mr. Tillman 


said the pending Philippine tariff bill as 
a proposition to erect a tariff wall be- 
tween the United States and another 
part of the domestic territory was a 
departure from every principle that 
had brought this country to the pinna- 
cle of greatness and made it the cyno- 
sure of the eyes of the world as the 
land of the free and the home of the 
breve. The effort to treat the Fili- 
pinos "as chattels, as cattle," he de- 
clared, was "damnable," 
and he 


charged the majority side with being 
the "real murderers of our troops in 
the Philippines." "But," he asserted, 
shaking his finger at the Republican 
side, "if we can gag you anc< force 
down your throats a scintilla or small 
dose of the principles which actuated 
the men of Massachusetts in 1776, we 
will have done our duty to the country 
and to humanity." 


Permanent Census Bureau. 


Washington, Jan. 31. — The house 


passed the bill for the creation of a 
permanent census bureau. The friends 
of the civil service law, who were op- 
posed to making the employes of the 
bureau eligible for transfer or reten- 
tion, were overwhelmingly defeated. 
By the terms of the bill the perma- 
nent organization will cucceed the 
present temporary organization July 
1, 1902, and all employes on the rolls 
upon the date of the passage of the 
act will become eligible for transfer 
to other departments or retention in 
the permanent organization. The uill 
also provides for a manufacturing can- 
sus in 1905 and for the collection of 
certain special statistics annually.

Kentucky People Fear a Big Flood. 


Frankfort Frightened—Lexington 


is Laid Out. 


Frankfort, Xy., Jan SI.—Frankfort 


is threatened with the worst flood in 
her history. The Kentucky river con- 
tinues to rise at a rate of ten inches 
an hour. Lower parts of the city are 
already submerged, forcing occupants 
of houses in that part of the city to 
upper stories, and the biggest part of 
th flood, the 30-foot rise from Beatty- 
vilie, has not reached here.
